Vallombrosa: 


Dedication Marks Beginning 
Of ‘Retreat House’ New Era 


On Sept. 23, Vallombrosa, a 
retreat house for women 
housed on an estate built by 
Edward Hopkins 100 years ago, 
held a formal dedication of a 
$450,000 addition planned as 
a place for today’s women to 
safeguard spiritual strengths. 

The addition, designed by 
architect Shigenori Iyama, ful- 
fills the hopes of Father Eu- 
gene T. Boyle, Vallombrosa’s 
director, in that it has brought 
even more serenity to the 
grounds that hos the retreat 
house and convent. 

And when you consider 
that the grounds contain 
huge trees of many and love- 
ly varieties, an enormous 
pool built by Vallombrosa’s 
original owner, shrines cre- 
ated in existing formal gar- 
dens, and even a bear grotto, 
the fact that the new addi- 
tion builds atmosphere is no 
mean achievement. 


Many factors contributed to 

the fact that the old mansion 
had to be retired from active 
service. The age of the build- 
ing, even though it had been 
scrupulously maintained, mili- 
tated against it as a practical 
or functional residence. During 
the last years of its total func- 
tion, Father Boyle estimated 
that from $7,000 or $10,000 a 
year went into maintenance, 
only a fractional part of which 
would be necessary in the bud- 
get of the single-story motel- 
type units built for retreat- 
ants. 
It was also felt that the old 
units provided for retreatants 
in no way underlined the in- 
| spiration which they received

That’s the opinion of City 
Librarian Philip Morales, as he 
surveyed what’s happened in 
the manner in which the pub- 
lic’s use of the facility has 
grown. 

“During this five-year period 
circulation rose from 130,000 
books a year to 284,000 books 
per year,” he observes. “This 
is far greater than the growth 
of population in the area dur- 
ing the same period. During 
the past year, number of books 
circulated increased by 20 per 
cent.” 

The number of books cir- 
culated is only one index of 
the growth of activity at the 
library. Number of card hold- 
ers also has increased signifi- 
cantly. 

“Number of library card 
holders increased 50 per cent 
during the same five-year pe- 
riod and at present there are 
almost 16,000 of them,” Mo- 
rales remarks 

“Of that increase, approxi- 
mately 40 per cent are resi- 
dents of Atherton, Portola Val- 
ley and other areas outside the 
city of Menlo Park.”

County Progresses, Also

Today we salute the Menlo 
Park Recorder on its Progress 
Edition with its new $100,000 
press—a tremendous step for- 
ward in the printing industry 
in San Mateo county, regard- 
less of whether it is a weekly 
or daily paper. 

Publisher C. A. Burley and 
his staff are to be congratu 
lated for the change to offset, 
which experts predict will be 
the ultimate in newspaper 
publication. 

We're proud to have this 
column on county affairs ap 
pear in the Recorder as well as 
other county weeklies. 

Progress in any field is al 
ways noteworthy, and I 
county government is not sit 
ting on its hands when it comes 
to pressing on the many fronts 
which it guides. 

We went over some of the 
programs with County Man 
ager E. R. Stallings and it is 
easy to see where the county 
is going now and in the future 

This is particularly true in 
the field of recreation. The 
biggest yet undertaken is the 
Pescadero Dam project west of 
Menlo Park. This water con 
servation job, now on the plan- 
ning boards undoubtedly will 
become the biggest recreation 
asset in the county’s huge over 
all program. Some 4000 acres 
will be included with a large 
earthen dam forming vast rec 
reation areas for every type of 
play that anyone could desire, 
principally boating, picnicking 
and swimming. 

One of the first to take ad 
vantage of this future play- 
ground is the Menlo Park 
Recreation Department 
which has spoken for a site 
for a day camp. Stallings 
said the site had been set 
aside although it will be two 
years before construction 

Another recreation area that 
will develop fast in the next 
few years is Coyote Point. The 
county already owns approxi 
mately 400 acres at this mid 
county bay playground. Pur 
chase of 29 acres from the Col 
lege of San Mateo will be com 
pleted within the year at a cost 
of about $620,000. 

A few months’ delay in pul 
chasing the soon-to-be discard 
ed college grounds resulted in 
a saving to the county of better 
than $60,000. 

The college’s agreement 
with the federal government 
‘called for a five per cent drop 
per year from the 1954 ap- 
praisal in the amount the gov- 

ernment would demand. Other 
major improvements for this 
ideal boating center will be the 
purchase of several parcels of 
submerged lands. The county 
has options on 80- and 100-acre 
parcels. 

Much of the funds for land 
purchase will come from the 
federal government’s open 
preservation program. The 
ultimate development will be 
a huge breakwater. 

The county this week 
opened its new, $100,000 pis- 
tol range at the Coyote Point 
center. This remodeled and 
enlarged facility is used by 
all members of the sheriff’s 


department and police offi- 
cers of all cities. Youngsters 
and adults alike can take ad- 
vantage of supervised train- 
ing in the art of shooting and 
hunting techniques. 

Another project that will be 
of particular interest to Menlo 
Park and the south county will 
be development of Sam Mc- 
Donald Park of 420 acres. 

Five years ago the county 
started a special five-year pro- 
gram for parks and recreation. 
it was impossible to complete 
the program in the five years 
so it was extended to six years. 

Now a new, seven-year plan 
is being drawn up and Sam Mc- 
Donald Park will be in for its 
first major improvements. 

The county’s Huddart Park 
of 970 ‘es is continuing to 
get major improvements. 


Municipal Report: 


Memorial Park and its 312 
acres is already a big attrac- 
tion for people near and far. 

Flood Park’s 15 acres—right 
in Menlo Park’s back yard—is 
a favorite county playground. 

Then there is Junipero 
Serra Park near Daly City with 
95> acres. mecieauon-wise tne 
county is probably unmatched 
by any other county, particu- 
larly when you consider state- 
owned parks and beaches 

Progress does not stop with 
recreation, however. 

In the building program 
the first project will be the 
multi-story garage planned 
for the government center in 
Redwood City. The Hall of 
Justice addition will be side- 
stepped temporarily as funds 
go into remodeling the old 
courthouse. 

One of the prime functions 


of the garage, Stallings points 
out, will be to provide storage 
for the county’s 900 voting ma- 
chines. Present plans call for

Native Gives His Views 


Though the community has 
changed in many respects 
through the years, George An- 
gus today would still cheerful- 
ly advise any young man to se- 
lect Menlo Park as a home for 
himself and family 

Problems face the communi- 
ty in the years to come —prob- 
lems posed by the pressures 
caused by the need to accom- 
modate a growing population. 
But, Angus says, he’s sure Men- 
lo Park will continue to enjoy 
the advantages which have 
characterized it through tke 
years 


Angus speaks after viewing 
community growth over a life- 
time. Born here in 18938, he has 
lived in other communities for 
short periods of time. They’ve 
all suffered by the comparison 
and Angus has moved back to 
his home town 

And he’s shared the load 
in building the community. 
too, 

He served as a member of 
the Menlo Park School District 
board of trustees for 18 years. 
He is now in his fourth year 
as a member of the board of 
trustees of the Menlo Park San- 
itary District, and has been on 
the county Boy Scout Council 
executive board since 1935. 

He has served for many 
years aS a member of the 
Board of Vestry of the Holy 
Trinity Episcopal Church, and 
aided in the organization of a 
Boy Scout troop, Cub Scout 
Pack, and Explorer post spon- 
sored by it. 

He holds the Silver Beaver 
award — Scouting’s highest 
honor for adult leader service 
to youth. 

“IT can remember when what 
we called ‘Menlo Park’ consist- 
ed only of the area bounded 
by Live Oak and Oak Grove av- 
enues and University Drive 
west of the railroad tracks, and 
Glenwood Avenue, Laurel 


Street and Ravenswood Avenue 
east of the tracks,” 
ealls.

“The rest of the Menlo Park- 
Atherton area was made up of 
large estates 

“Naturally, in those days, 
we never anticipated growth 
such as we have had. 

“The entire area south of 
what was then the town, that is 
south of Live Oak Avenue to 
San Francisquito Creek and 
west from the highway to the 
area of the Alameda, was all a 
large, open field. 

“Of course, when the first 
subdivisions were recorded, 
they were all single-family resi- 
dential subdivisions. But some 
cf the lots were small compared 
to those favored by modern 
builders, and some of the small 
lots have now been reclassified 
for apartment houses.” 

And the population of the 
area can be expected to be- 
come denser, he goes on. 

“We could make a plea for 
area-wide planning, but what 
actually happens depends on 
how convincing the subdivid- 
ers are,” he says. 

What will some of the other 
new developments in the area 
do to change its aspect? Things 
like the linear accelerator 
now under construction be- 
tween Sand Hill and Alpine 
roads? 

“We'll have to wait and 
see,’ Angus observes, “but 
whatever development is un- 
dertaken, we should do what 
we can to preserve the natur- 
al beauty of the area. 

“I’m against cutting the trees 
on the hills to the west, sear- 
ring the mountains which have 
through the ages been a beauti- 
ful backdrop for this area. 

“And it’s not necessary that 
we should do so anyhow, be- 
cause we have a great potential 
for development along the bay- 
side. 

“It’s true we can’t preserve 
everything as a park or a 
‘green belt,’ but we should do 
all we can.” 

Angus was born on the old 
Donohoe estate, which was sit- 
uated where Menlo-Atherton 


High School now stands 

He attended the old Cen- 
tral School, situated at 1300 
El Camino Real “before it 
burned down” that was 
before 1913 —- and later at- 
tended schools in Redwood 
City, Woodside and Portola 
Valley before attending Se- 
quoia High School. é 

After working for the South- 
ern Pacific for a year, Angus 
joined the California Packing 
Co. in 1914. He retired from 
service with that firm in 1959; 
his final position was that of 
assistant treasurer 

His family includes his wife, 
the former Esther Carter, an- 
other Menlo Park native, and 
two grown sons, George E, An- 
gus of Portola Valley, who is 
employed by the San Mateo 
County Planning Department, 
and Richard Angus of Sunny- 
vale. He also has six grandchil- 
dren. 

“But Menlo Park still has 
the basic advantages which it 
always has enjoyed,’ Angus 
goes on 


“We have the best climate 
in the world and have had‘a 
beautiful area in terms of nat- 
ural assets. 

“The redwood trees which 
have been growing on the 
hills to the west are second 
growth, replacing those log- 
ged off in the last century. 

They probably look better 
than they did a couple of gen- 
erations ago. 

“With that beauty, and with 
the potential for industrial 
growth as well as for more resi- 
dential areas, we continue to 
have an excellent future pro- 
vided, of course, we plan wise- 
ly and maintain what we have. 

“That’s why, if a young man 
looking for the nicest possible 
place to raise his family would 
ask me whether I thought he 
ought to make his home here, 
I'd be unhesitating in telling 
him, ‘yes’.”

In January 1949, the Lough- 
lins sold the newspaper to 
Burley Publications, Inc., a 
corporation headed by Clar- 
ence A. ‘Cab” Burley, the 
present publisher. The Re- 
corder had, at the time, a 
total staff of six persons. 

In the years since, growth 
of the Recorder and the pub- 
lishing firm’s operations has 
called for many additions to 
the staff, for vastly more me- 
chanical equipment and for a 
new plant. 

To accommodate the larger 
press purchased in 1950, a new 
building was designed and con- 
structed for the newspaper at 
its present address, 640 Ro- 
ble Ave. The Recorder moved 
into this new location on Jan. 
7, 1951. 

That new plant, three 
times the size of the former 
office on El Camino Real, 
again was enlarged and mo- 


dernized in the spring of 
1957. 
Meanwhile, the publishing 


firm extended its coverage of 
the mid-Peninsula area. In De- 
cember, 1949, it began publica- 
tion of the Mid-Peninsula Buy 
Word, a “shopper” carrying 
most of the advertisements but 
little of the local news regu- 
larly printed in the Recorder, 
to all area households not sub- 
scribing to the newspaper. 
In May, 1953, the Ravens- 
woodswood Post was founded. 
This began as a free distribu- 
tion newspaper covering local 
news of the East Palo Alto area 
and those portions of Menlo 
Park east of Bayshore freeway.

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Church Today Is More 


Than House of Worship 


On October 26, 1873, 40 peo- 
ple came to worship in the 
newly-established Menlo Park 
Presbyterian Church. 


On Easter Sunday, 1962, 
more than 2700 persons attend- 
ed services at the “Church of 
the Pioneers.” These included 
those watching it on closed 
circuit television in the 
church’s Fellcwship Hall. 

This is but one indication 
of the way Menlo Park’s oldest 
Protestant church has grown 
through the years, and with 
the size of its congregation, 
the number of programs which 
it sponsors also has grown. 

What’s ahead for the church, 
which moved to new quarters 
at Santa Cruz Avenue and 
Johnson Street a decade ago, 
after more than three-quarters 
of a century in its original 
quarters? A review of some of 
the church’s programs for 1962 
might indicate a partial an- 
swer. And perhaps a review of 
the history of the church might 
also give some guides. 

* * * 


One of the most recent pro- 
grams activated by the church 
has been that of resettlement 


of refugees from Indonesia. 


Through 1961 the church had 
resettled a total of 102 persons; 


| during the present year, a total 


of 35 more were sponsored for 
new homes in this area, and 
before the year is out, another 
27 persons should arrive. 
Providing for refugee reset- 
tlement includes location of 
housing and jobs and provi- 
sion of basic necessities such 


|as bedding and homewares. 


Next step in the resettle 
ment program, according to a 
church spokesman, probably 
will be a redirection of effort 
for the benefit of Cuban refu- 
gees now living in Florida. 

Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Hansen 
head the committee in charge 
of resettlement work. 

* * * 
MISSION PROGRAM 

Mission program of _ the 
church provides $15,000 to fi- 
nance a missionary program in 
Ethiopia. 

Also, locally-derived funds 
have been used to help three 
new local churches recently 
founded in Portola Valley, East 
Palo Alto and Redwood City.

PREACHER, FAMILY MAN 

Dr. Cary N. Weisiger III, a 
preacher and worker with 
youth groups, was called to his 
Menlo Park pastorate in Sep- 
tember, 1961. He came from 
the Mount Lebanon United 
Presbyterian Church in Pitts- 
burgh, after 13 years service. 


Dr. Weisiger has sat on the 
General Council of the United 
Presbyterian Church. Also, he 
has been moderator of the 
Pittsburgh Presbytery, the 
largest in the East. 

Dr. Weisiger, 52, and his 
wife Elizabeth have four chil- 
dren: Cary IV is in the Ma- 
rines, daughter Mary at the 
University of California, son 
John, a sophomore at Duke 
University, and daughter Ruth, 
age 11 years. 

Dr. Weisiger is an ardent 
track and field fan and a golf 
enthusiast, His son Cary IV 
ran in the Olympic Trials at 
Stanford Stadium and has run 
the mile in less than four min- 
utes. 

HISTORY 

The San Francisco Presby- 
tery formed a church in Menlo 
Park in 1873. The building was 
situated at Santa Cruz Avenue 
and Chestnut Street. This 
building remained until 1956 
when the present church was 
dedicated at 950 Santa Cruz 
Ave. 

The congregation became 
known as “Church of the Pio- 
neers.” Mrs. Leland Stanford, 
wife of the United States Sen- 
ator, was an active member 
and a principal supporter. Her 
pew has been preserved and 
now stands in the entrance to 
the church. 

During World War I when 
Camp Fremont was located in 
Menlo Park, the facilities of 
the Presbyterians were offered 
to the soldiers. A gymnasium 


and social hall were establish- 
ed. 

Reverend W. L. Bone be- 
came pastor in 1926. The num- 
ber of members grew from 26 
to 75 in 1934; 150 children 
were enrolled in the Sunday 
school at that time. 

The Rev. Don Emerson Hall 
was called to be minister in 
1934. He stayed until 1959 
when he was selected to work 
in the financial administration 
of the headquarters of the 
Presbyterian faith in New 
York. During his time here the 
church’s greatest growth was 
experienced. Membership grew 
from 75 to about 2000 persons. 

The Reverend Roland W. 
Anderson was Dr. Hall’s suc- 
cessor and remained until Jan- 
uary, 1961, when he, too, was 
chosen to become an executive 
in New York. 

Dr. James Miller was interim 
minister for eight months un- 
til the arrival of Dr. Weisiger. 

Recently the staff of the 
church has been enlarged to 
include a total of five. In addi- 
tion to Dr. Weisiger there is 
Dr. Floyd W. Barr, Associate 
Minister; the Rev. Phillip E. 
Gilbert, Minister of Christian 
Education; the Rev. Edward G. 
Monrow, Assistant Minister in 
Christian Education; and Philip 
H. Higginbotham, Organist- 
Choirmaster. 

Dr. Barr completed 50 years 
in the ministry last year. He 
is one of the few ministers who 
have this distinction and yet 
remain active.

‘Mother of Parishes’: 


Church of Nativity Plays 
Proud Role in Area Story 


Church of the Nativity, old- 
est Catholic Church in San Ma- 
teo County, might well be de- 
scribed as “the mother of pa- 
rishes” of that faith in the 
south county. 

And though it has been di- 
vided in many ways in recent 
years, the parish still numbers 
some 600 families; its most re- 
cent additions have been a pa- 
rochial school and convent for 
the sisters who teach in it. 

In the late 1940’s under the 
leadership of the Rev. Thomas 
J. McKeon, who has been pas- 
tor of the church since 1934, 
two missions of the church 
were established: St. Anthony’s 
to serve the North Fair Oaks 
area, and St. Francis in East 
Palo Alto. 

In 1951 the parish was subdi- 
vided so that west Menlo form- 
ed the St. Raymond’s parish; 
in the early part of the decade, 
too, the mission congregations 
were given separate status. 

Still, Church of the Nativity 
has retained the reverence of 
the entire community, by vir- 
tue of its historic status. 


The Nativity parish school 
has an enrollment of 391 pupils 
and features a modern curricu- 


lum which includes the intro- 
duction of a foreign language 


to children in second, third and 
fourth grades and the use of 
educational television in the 
classroom 

Children of the parish who 
attend public school receive 
religious instruction at the 
church hall from Sisters of the 
Holy Family and seminarians 
from St. Patrick’s.

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As the community of Menlo 
Park continues to grow, it 
stands to reason that the 
Church should also grow. 

This growth has been charac- 
teristic of Holy Trinity Episco- 
pal Church, Menlo Park. 

Holy Trinity Parish now has 
more than 1000 families on its 
mailing list. The budget of the 
parish has soared from $30,000 
six years ago to $170,000 in 
1962. 

As result of this growth, a 
second church plant now is un- 
der construction on the beauti- 
ful Sharon land in the western 
part of Menlo Park. 

First stage of the eventual 
$750,000 plant of St. Bede’s 
Episcopal Church will con- 
sist of the church building 
proper and one-half of the 
schoolrooms. 

Eventually there will be of- 
fices, an auditorium anr staff 
living quarters. 

St. Bede’s grew out of a ma- 
jor study in which more than 
80 per cent of the membership 
participated.

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First Baptist 
Sanctuary 
Nearly Ready 


November completion—that’s 
the goal of workmen who are 
constructing the $200,000 sanc- 
tuary of the First Baptist 
Church of Menlo Park. 

The sanctuary and the other 
church buildings are located 
at Middle Avenue and Arbor 
Road. 


It was in August, 1948, that 
the church, organized in the 
previous year, purchased the 
property at Middle and Ar- 
bor. 


Church members had been 
meeting at the Menlo Park 
Funeral Home since May of 
1947, The church became affili- 
ated with the American Baptist 
Union in August of that year. 
By the following year, the con- 
gregation was ready to begin 
development of their own 
church. 

The first buildings were com- 
pleted and dedicated in the 
summer of 1949. Then, in 1952, 
the kindergarten and nursery 
section was added. 

Now the sanctuary is near 
completion. 

It’s 48 by 128 fet in size and 
will seat 500 persons. An unus- 
ual feature: The pews will be 
placed at an oblique angle to 
vrovide a full view of the pul- 
pit. 

The present sanctuary, built 
in 1949, will become a fellow- 
ship hall. The conversion had 
been provided for in the orig- 
inal design, according to 
church leaders. 

Chairing the building com- 
mittee is Mark Heath. He’s 
had assistance from Albert 
Balogh, Dayton Cushman, 
Robert Hill, John McCor- 
mick, J. Stewart Bottema 
and Mrs. Gwyn Moseley. 

Dr. Luther Plankenhorn is

Reactivated 
St. Denis 
At Crossroads 


The reactivated St. Denis 
parish, designed to serve the 
Sharon Heights and Stanford 
Hills areas, will be the subject 
of significant decisions within 
the next few months. 

Under the leadership of Fa- 
ther Thomas I. Kenney, it has 
become the spiritual agency 
for 141 families during the 
year of its existence. 

But the parish has been de- 
nied permission to move a tem- 
porary chapel to its 12-acre, 
$250,000 site at Avy Avenue 
and Monte Rosa Drive, and 
the growth potential of the par- 
ish has been decreased with 
the allocation of a major por- 
tion of neighboring Stanford 
lands to the linear accelerator 
center. 

There still is 
growth, however. New units 
are added to the Sharon 
Heights residential area every 
year, and apartment construc- 
tion in the area is going ahead 
also. 

Father Kennedy, whose par- 
ishioners have been meeting at 
the old Sharon mansion, had 
hoped to be able to establish 
a chapel on the church’s own 
property, as a preliminary to 
final construction of perma- 
nent parish buildings. 

Decision as to what to do 
now, since the planning com- 
mission has denied permission 
to move an older building onto 
the site, must be made in high- 
er church circles, Father Ken- 
nedy says. 

The parish has a proud tra- 
dition. It was first established 
on the Denis Martin ranch 
south of Sand Hill Road, only 
a few hundred yards from the 
borders of the Sharon Heights 
development. An _historical 
marker beside the road desig- 
nates the original site. 

That church remained in use 
only a few years, however; 
Church of the Nativity in Men- 
lo Park succeeded it. 

The original church was 
abandoned because it was 
found that, due to crude sur- 
veying, it was on property 
which Martin didn’t own. 

But it’s likely it would have 
been superseded in a few 
years, in any event, as the lum- 


room for 


Peninsula Volunteers and 
Little House have become al- 
most synonymous in the minds 
of mid-peninsulites.

The story of Little House 
as an activity and productiv- 

ity center for senior citizens 
is a familiar one to residents 
of Menlo Park. What is not 
perhaps so familiar is the 
day-in-and-day-out service 
PV’s subscribe to the center 
in both maintaining its orig- 
inal purpose and adding new 
aspects to the program. 

For all their devotion to 
what may be well referred to as 
a prototype for senior centers, 
JV's are careful to let its mem- 
bership take increasing part 
in government, planning and 
policy.

They attack the 
problem of caring for very sick

Emphasis has shifted from 
fearing for convalescent chil-

who are seriously ill. 

Women from this community 

‘may belong to one of the three 
jlocally rooted auxiliaries, the 
{Senior Auxiliary which pre- 
tsents the Irene Fashion Show 
each year for the benefit of 
ithe home’s young charges and 
;two rummage sales which have 
‘become a sort of mecca for Mid- 
‘Peninsula bargain hunters. 
‘Oct. 17-18 has been set for the 
fall sale to be held at St. 
Mark’s Episcopal Church, Palo 
Alto. 
. There is also the Woodside- 
‘Atherton Junior Auxiliary 
‘which staffs the traditional 
shop and acts as the manager- 
ial staff for Allied Arts Guild 
‘which is operated for the bene- 
fit of the home. It is this aux- 
iliary which gives the brilliant 
Tally Ho Party and Horse Show 
each year. 

There is the Palo Alto Aux- 
iliary which staffs the lunch- 
eon and tea room and presents 
fashion shows throughout the 
year to swell the treasury and 
to help underwrite the $34.75 
per day htat it takes to keep 
a child at the con home. Com- 
parably in 1930 it cost $2.50 a 
day to support a child there. 

The auxiliaries contribute 
about 14 per cent of the funds 
necessary to operate the home 
each year and they contribute 
their time at the home 


Children’s 


Home Society 

A large group of Mid-Penin- 
sula women have chosen to 
give of their time and talents 
to benefit unwanted children. 
They are the active member- 
ship of auxiliaries to Children’s 
Home Society. 

The society placed more 
than 2000 babies last year and 
is supported by private dona- 
tions, the Community Chest 
in some areas and through the 
work of auxiliaries throughout 
the state of California. 

The Menlo-Atherton branch} 
was organized in 1953 and has 
built its contributions by pre- 
senting a forum series annu- 
ally. 

The Woodside Auxiliary to 
Children’s Home Society was 
formed in 1954. This came 
about when Mrs. _ Francis 
Hickey, director of volunteers 
for Children’s Home Society of 
California, so inspired a small 
group of Peninsula women (13 
to be exact) that they formed a

Children’s Health Council} 
a symbol of human concern for 
the helpless and, more specific- 
ally, of women’s conscience for | 
hapless children. 

A monument to that concern | 
and conscience has been built} 
here in the form of long, low} 
ranch style buildings which| 
house a complete clinic for the| 
treatment of children with phy- | 
sical, mental or emotional prob- | 
lems. | 

The Children’s Health Coun- | 
cil is the result of devotion, | 
hard work, a little bit of luck | 
and the best in human nature. 
Dr. Esther Clark is probably | 
the name most closely connect- | 
ed with the establishment and | 
growth of the clinic. She is| 
closely followed by profession- | 
al people, the auxiliaries that | 
formed for its aid, and the 
community in general, all of 
whom have made significant 
contributions. 

To many American and for-| | 
ign observers, the council| 
which is an out-patient clinic 
for diagnosis and treatment 
which allows the child to live at 
home, is an outstanding and 
exciting example of what i 
possible in the field. 

Its makeup is necessarily 
complex. For the size of the 
organization demands an ad- 
ministrative board, an execu- 
tive director (at present Mrs. 
James Brainerd) and it is staff- 
ed by skilled pediatricians, 
bone specialists, phychiatrists, 
psychologists, psychiatric so-| 
cial workers, occupational and 
physical therapists, speech ex- 
perts, hearing experts, speci- 
ally trained teachers, consult- 
ing surgeons, nuerosurgeons| 
and ear-nose-and-throat men 
working as an integrated team 


to help the handicapped child|” 


—and usually to help the| 
child’s parents as well. 

The support of such a ta-| 
cility is monumental, of course, | 
and each year the budget ad-| 
justs, to include more services | 
and to accommodate rising 
costs. Parents pay what they 
ean afford and private dona-| 
tions are many. But money, in| 
large amounts, is raised yearly 
by the four senior and seven 
junior auxiliaries organized 
among women and girls in the} 
community who give unbeliev- 
able amounts of time and ef- 
fort to the support of CHC.

This residential and family 
community always will have an

Recently, the median age has| 
increased to the mid40s with 
about 11 per cent of the popu- 
lation being senior citizens of 
65 years of age or over.

To understand how Menlo 
Park’s professional and indus- 
trial zoning evolved, one must 
first understand how it came 
to be. 

And to understand where it’s 
going one must consider the 
availability of new land for de- 
velopment, the value of land, 
regional plans for new traffic- 
ways, plans which have been 
announced by neighboring po- 
litical jurisdictions, and a host 
of other factors. 

BURGESS’ VISION 

The history of professional 
and industrial zone develop- 
ment is largely the story of the 
vision of one man, the late 
Charles P. Burgess, who served 
as city councilman and mayor 
from 1944 until the time of his 
death in 1957. 

Burgess first campaigned to 
get elected to the council be- 
cause of a zoning conflict in 
one of the residential areas of 
the city. 

Elected to the city’s gov- 
erning board, he worked to 
maintain the rural atmos- 
phere which then characteriz- 
ed Menlo Park.

The scientific world impati- 
ently awaits the day in 1967 
when it can begin conducting 
physics research with the most 
powerful electron accelerator 
ever built—Stanford Universi- 
ty’s two-mile $114,000,000 lin- 
ear accelerator. 

Now under construction by 
Stanford scientists and engi- 
neers with the financial sup- 
port of the U.S. Atomic Energy 
Commission, the machine will 
produce an electron beam with 
an energy of 10-20 Bev (billion 
electron volts).

than double the energy of any 
existing electron accelerator, 
and eventually may outstrip 
all of the existing accelerators | 
in energy. 

But energy alone is not the 
key. The kind and number of 
particles accelerated and the 
size and accessibility of the} 
beam (the stream of particles| 
being accelerated) are other) 
important factors. Just as one} 
uses several different tools for} 
digging, the physicist uses var- 
ious kinds of accelerators to| 
study the elementary particles. 
Stanford’s two-mile accelera- 
tor will complement, not re- 
place, other high-energy ma- 
chines. 

Most of the big machines ac-| 
celerate either protons or elec- 
trons in a circular path. For| 
electrons a curved path be-| 
comes impractical at energies 
higher than about 10 Bev be-| 
cause the electrons begin to 
lose more energy from radia-| 
tion than they can gain from} 
acceleration. Therefore, elec-| 
tron acceleration above 10 
Bev appears feasible only for 
straight-line machines like 
Stanford's. 

The type of particle acceler- 
ator needed depends on the 
particular experiment. A_ pro- 
ton, with a mass almost 2,000 
times that of an electron plus 
other different properties, will 
obviously give a very different 
kind of information when it is 
used to probe the nucleus. 
HOW THEY WORK 

“Muscles” of the Stanford 
traveling-wave accelerator are} 
its super - powered klystron 
tubes. A battery of klystrons| 
feeds a moving electrical field) 
—in the form of high-frequency 
radio waves—into the acceler- 
ator’s long copper pipe. Elec- 
trons “ride” these waves much} 
as a surf-boarder rides an ocean} 
wave. The waves travel approx- | 
imately at the speed of light, 
their velocity determined by| 
doughnut-shaped disks lining 
the inside of the pipe. 

At the start of the pipe an} 
electron gun much like that in 
a television picture tube injects 
short bursts of electrons 360| 
times a second. Driven for- 
ward by the traveling waves 
from the klystrons, the elec- 
trons attain almost the speed 
of light in only a few feet.| 
Thereafter the power input of 
the remaining klystrons can 
add little to their speed (Ein- 
stein postulated that matter 
cannot have a speed greater| 
than that of light), so instead 
it increases their mass. At 20 
Bev the mass of an electron is 


40,000 times greater than at 

the start of acceleration 

THE BIG ONE | 
Stanford's present  1-Bey 


Mark III linear accelerator is| 
the largest traveling-wave ma-| 
chine in operation. It has an 
accelerator pipe 310 feet long. | 
Its electrons are driven by mi-| 
crowaves ‘from 31. klystron| 
tubes, each producing 15-mil-| 
lion-watt pulses of power. 
The big two-mile accelera- 
tor will resemble 30 Mark III 
machines laid end-to-end. Its 
accelerator pipe will be 10,000) 
feet long. It will have 240 kly-| 
strons, each delivering up to 24) 
million watts of microwave 
power to the accelerator pipe 
through rectangular pipes call- 
ed “wave guides.” By quadrup-| 
ling the number of klystrons to} 
960, both the number of accel-| 
erated electrons and their ener-| 
gy can be doubled, should this} 
eventually be desired. | 
The long accelerator pipe 
will be buried under 35 feet of | 
earth in a concrete-lined pas-| 
sageway. Using the earth as a} 
barrier is the simplest and) 
cheapest way to confine the ra- 
diation produced when the ac- 
celerator is running. With the 
klystrons connected to the pipe| 
by the waveguides, scientists 
and technicians will be able| 
to work in the klystron gallery | 
even when the accelerator is} 
running. While the beam is on, | 
no one can work in the accel-| 
erator passage. | 
The question of the effect of| 
earth movements on the align-| 
ment of an electron beam two} 
miles long has been raised fre-| 
quently. The accelerator pipe 
could move perhaps an inch or} 
two out of line over its 10,000- 
foot length without having to} 
be realigned, though in prac-| 
tice that much tolerance prob-! 
ably will not be allowed. Mag-| 
nets can be used to bend the 
beam slightly to follow any ir- 
regularities in the pipe align- 
ment. Realignment of the pipe} 
itself will be done through the 
use of adjustable mountings. 
EASY TO USE 
A special advantage of the | 
two - mile accelerator will be} 
the relative ease of using its| 
very intense, well-defined elec- 
tron beam. Bunched electrons 
will shoot out the end of the} 
pipe like buckshot from a very| 
long gun barrel. The beam’s 
cross section will be about the] 
size of a dime, clear-cut and 
well defined. Unlike buckshot, | 
the electrons will not spread 
out much after leaving the ma- 
chine. It will be easy to steer 
the electron beam to various} 
experimental areas with de-| 
flection magnets, permitting) 
several experiments to be set

Such spacious conditions| 
not only will permit more ex- 
periments to be readied, but 
also will allow doing certain 
experiments not otherwise pos- 
sible. Some circular accelera- 
tors, especially those with a 
beam that must be used inside 
the machine, impose severe 
space problems on experiment- | 
ers. 

WHY STANFORD? 

Traveling-wave accelerators 
were pioneered at Stanford by| 
the late William Webster Han- 
sen. He was a professor of 
physics when the first artificial 
acceleration of charged parti-| 
cles was achieved about 1930,) 
and he became fascinated with | 
its possibilities. While tinker-| 
ing with ideas for using radio} 
waves for acceleration he con-| 
ceived an idea for high-fre-| 
quency resonant circuits that} 
is the basis for linear electron| 
accelerators and also is used| 
in the klystron tubes. | 

Before he died in 1949, Han-| 
sen had built two successful | 
traveling-wave machines, and} 
started work on the present) 
Mark III accelerator. Hansen| 
and those who succeeded him| 
— notably Professors Edward 
L. Ginzton and Wolfgang K. H.| 
Panofsky — pushed develop- 
ment of the traveling-wave ac- 
celerators to great heights. 
Scaled-down versions have been 
adapted for use in cancer ther- 
apy and in sterilization of com- 
mercial products. Stanford’s 
proficiency in this kind of ac- 
celerating machine is unmatch- 
ed. 

In addition to these qualifi- 
eations, Stanford’s very exist- 
ence as an academic communi-| 
ty near the accelerator site was 
an important factor in locating 
the machine there. Experience 
at other major research centers 
has demonstrated repeatedly 
the need for engineers, mathe- 
maticians, and other specialists 
who can contribute greater 
breadth and range to the work | 
being done. Where these oth- 
ers have not been present initi- 
ally, such a supporting acade- 
mic group has had to be form- 
ed to fill the need. 

THE SITE 

Fortunately an excellent site 
within a few minutes of the 
central campus was available 
on Stanford land. The Univer- 
sity trustees reserved a strip of 
this land roughly three miles 
long and 1,000 feet wide. Situ- 
ated among some of the most 
beautiful of the low, rolling 
Stanford hills in San Mateo 
County, the accelerator site oc- 
cupies approximately 480 acres.

THE PEOPLE | 

The two-mile accelerator will 
operate day and night to ac- 
complish a maximum of work. 
Except for repair shutdowns | 
or other adjustments, the two-| 
mile machine will be in con- 
stant use — Saturdays, Sun-} 
days, and holidays included. | 
Eventually a staff of about 730 
persons—scientists, engineers, | 
technicians, ete. — will work 
round-the-clock shifts. | 

The Research Division, focal 
group of the physics program, | 
will include a dozen or so sen- 
ior scientists, about 20 visiting | 
scientists from institutions in 
the U.S. and abroad, and ap-| 
proximately 50 junior scien- 
tists. The last group will be 
mainly graduate students and 
postdoctoral physicists assist-| 
ing with experiments as part 
of their training. 

The remaining support per- 
sonnel will be divided among 
the other project divisions, 
such at Technical, Engineering, 
Operations, Adm in istrative, | 
Business, and perhaps others. 

The director of the project} 
is Dr. Wolfgang K. H. Panof- 
sky, Stanford physics professor

Ginzton is a Stanford professor 
of applied physics and electri- 
cal engineering who during the 
past 15 years has directed con- 
struction and development of 
the previous Stanford accelera- 
tors. 

The director reports to the 


president of the University. Al- 


though University officers and 
services will be available to it| 
on an advisory basis, the proj-| 
ect will eventually function as) 
a separate administrative or-| 
ganization. On the academic | 
side, however, close co-opera- 
tion and a substantial amount 
of integration with the Univer- 
sity is expected and will be en-| 
couraged. As one project offi-| 
cer puts it, the aim is “acade- 
mic interlocking and adminis- 
trative separation.”
